Orders will be shipped when plants are ready and, depending on the stock, that will 
be in late winter or early spring. However, please indicate on your order when you would 
like to have the plants and we will let you know at once what we can do.

Last season we were sold out of most items in about a month after our wholesale 
catalogue was mailed out. This year, again, we expect to be sold out of Pelargoniums and 
other items in less than one month after this catalogue reaches you. Since our production 
is so limited, we urge you to order as soon as possible after you receive this catalogue. 
This is not high-pressure business but a statement of fact—-each year the late orders are 
out of luck. Each year we mail back many orders that arrive too late. 


This does not apply to the new 1959 Introductions. We keep ‘open book" for them 
and hope to be able to supply plants even late in the season. 


FUCHSIAS 
1959 INTRODUCTIONS 


Once again — as each year since 1939 -—_ we are pleased to offer exclusively the finest 
of new fuchsia originations by well known hybridizers. 


The new introductions are listed alphabetically below. Price schedule is at the end of 
descriptions, page 4. 


DOCTOR OLSON — Double corolla palest orchid pink, with large center petals, surrounded 
by shorter spreading petals heavily overlaid mallow purple, with salmon flush. Tube 


ae upturned sepals bright red. Large showy flower, free blooming. Best displayed as 
a hanger. 


EBBTIDE (Erickson-Lewis)— Double corolla pastel lavender and phlox pink, tube and re- 


curved sepals light pink. Large flower, in shape and size on the order of “Enchanted.” 
Strong growing hanger. 


GONDOLIER (Pybon) — Sport of “Fluorescent,” with generally the same habit of growth 
and size and shape of flower, but the long white buds open to a corolla of deep violet 
blue, the shorter outer petals marbled fuchsia pink. May be staked as an upright, or 
grown as a hanger. Showy color contrast. 


HAZEL MARSH (Schnabel-Paskesen) — Originator’s description: This lovely trailing pastel 
is a sport of “His Excellency,”’ having the same vigorous but more willowy growth. Pale 
rose tube, broad granular white sepals well reflexed, displaying a multiple petalled 
corolla of palest orchid. Hazel Marsh has excellent form with large flowers that do not 
fade. Small to medium foliage. Garden tested for three years. 


HINDU BELLE (Munkner) — Long single corolla distinctive shade of plum color, changing to 
an attractive red as flowers age. Waxy white tube and long, broad, upcurved sepals 
flushed palest carmine. Strong upright grower, good foliage, many medium large flow: 
ers. Stands our warm Palo Alto climate well. 


LA ROSITA (Erickson-Lewis) — Double corolla orchid pink, tube and recurved sepals rose 
pink. Medium large flowers vary in depth of coloring depending on exposure to sun. 
Colors are stronger in more sun. Upright, medium high plant, free blooming. 


LITTLE SISTER (Pybon)— Single corolla palest orchid pink, deepening to rosy lilac at 
petal edges. Waxy tube and upturned sepals with light phlox pink underside; tube 
flushed and sepals conspicuously tipped green. Low bushy grower, small leaves, masses 
of medium sized flowers. The second of Harry Pybon's low fuchsias, recommended for 
pots, tubs, planter boxes or low plantings in patio and garden. 


PERKY PINK (Erickson-Lewis) —- Double corolla white, palest pink flush and pink veining; 
short, broad pink sepals with pale green tips. Medium sized flowers produced in pro- 
fusion on medium high, bushy plant with good foliage. Stands heat very well. 


POMPADOUR (Schnabel-Paskesen) — Originator’s description: Pompadour boasts a fully 
double large corolla of delicate pink backed by broad pale to white sepals which are 
strongly reflexed. Strong upright growth. Small to medium sized leaves. Withstands 
considerable heat and may trail in warmer areas. Garden tested three years. 


ROYAL ROBE (Erickson-Lewis) — Double, deepest royal violet-purple, tube and upturned 
sepals deep, but bright red. Very double corolla, many of the petals scalloped, giving a 
“‘different'’ appearance. Tall, upright grower, or try as a hanger. Lots of flowers of rich 
color contrast. 


SHALIMAR (Schnabel-Paskesen) Trade Mark Reg. — Originator’s description: Cannot be 
compared to any existing variety. Huge globular double flower. Dense corolla of pale 
lavender blue petals beautifully marbled with rose, attached to a broad base plate. Tube 
is white, as is the exterior side of the sepals. The inside surface of the granular sepal is 
palest pink blush. Medium to small sized foliage. Shalimar must be grown in a hanging 
pot as the weight of the flowers tends to snap the branches. Heat resistant. 


TING-A-LING (Schnabel-Paskesen) — Originator’s description: A vigorous upright grower 
with large clusters of bell-like, all white single flowers. Ting-A-Ling is similar in form to 
“Mazda” except that the blooms are whiter than “Sleigh Bells’ with reflexed sepals. The 
plant is heat tolerant and recommended for warmer climates. Small foliage. Garden 
tested for five years. 


Please note that we cannot accept your order for any of the above described non-pat- 
ented 1959 Fuchsia Introductions unless your order is accompanied by a signed Propagating 
Agreement. For your convenience a copy of it, printed on yellow paper, has been inserted 
in this catalogue. 


We hope to have a good stock of 1959 Fuchia Introductions on hand throughout the 
season, but strongly advise early ordering if you want early delivery. Of most varieties 
plants will be available earlier in 1959.

LENA DALTON — Semi-double orchid and li- 
lac blue, sepals white to pink. Bushy 
grower, medium-size flowers in profusion.

TINKER BELL — Single near-white, long se- 
pals pink. Very free flowering. 20¢. 


WAIKIKI (Pat. Applied for) 1958—Large dou- 
ble deep carmine-red corolla, sepals pale 
pink. Very fine. 35¢. 


LADY WASHINGTON GERANIUMS 


Also known as Regal, Fancy, Show or Martha Washington Geraniums, and often as just 
Pelargoniums. Botanically Pelargonium domesticum varieties. 
Strong plants from 242” pots, ready for 4” pots or gallon cans. 
Early delivery, right after January Ist, if so indicated on your order. 


AMOUR (Schmidt 1959) — Large umbels of good sized flowers. Near-white at center, 
deepening toward waved petal edges to a lively shade of soft orchid, lilac under- 
tone. Violet purple blotch in two top petals. 


LITTLE KING (Schmidt i959) Resembles “Rogue” in color, but is lighter red near 
petal edges and the medium large flowers are well frilled. Low, compact grower, 
long blooming season. Should be an excellent pot, tub or planter box variety. 


SHOW-OFF (Schmidt 1959) — Sport of “Marchioness of Bute” and is similar to the 
old “Lady Harrison.” However, Show-Off has larger flowers, so heavily ruffled 
they appear to be double, rose pink, white at center and petal edges, veined and 
cross-veined deeper rose pink. Tall, spreading grower.

WEDDING GOWN (1957 introduction) — Ruf- 
fled glistening white, no markings of any 
kind. Large flowers, long blooming—the 
finest all-white to date.
